DOCUMEjVTS 

WHICH  ACCOMPANIED  THE 

MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT, 

[CONCLUED.] 

Mr.  Smith  to  Mr.  Pinkney. 

Depat  tment  of  State,  Nov.  Q3,  1809. 
Sill, 

My  letters,  in  the  correspondence 
with  Mr.  Jackson,  already  transmitted 
to  you,  sufficiently  evince  the  disap- 
pointment that  was  felt,  on  finding  that 
he  bad  not  been  charged  to  make  to 
this  government  either  the  frank  ex- 
planations or  tlie  liberal  propositions, 
which  the  occasion  manifestly  required. 
Instead  of  this  obvious  course  of  pro- 
ceeding, it  was  in  the  outset  perceiv- 
ed thp.i  his  object  was  to  bring  us  to  re- 
sume the  subjects  of  the  arrangement 
of  April,  in  a way  that  would  imply 
that  we  were  aware  that  the  arrange- 
ment Was  not  binding  on  his  govern- 
ment, b’ceause  made  with  the  knowledge 
on  our  part  that  Mr.  Erskine  had  no 
ainhority  to  make  it,  and  thus  to  con- 
vert the  responsibility  of  his  govern- 
ment for  the  disavowal  inloa  reproach 
on  this  for  its  conduct  in  the  transaction 
disavowed. 

In  the  first  instance  it  was  deemed 
best  rather  to  repel  his  observations  ar- 
gUHicntatively,  than  to  meet  them  as 
an  offensive  insinuation.  This  forbear- 
ance had  not  the  expected  effect  of  re- 
straining him  from  a repetitinn  of  the 
offence.  And  even  on  his  further  in- 
sinuations nothing  more  was  done  than 
to  premonish  him  of  the  iuadmissibilty 
of  so  indecorous  a course  of  proceed- 
ing. Tliis  also  being  without  effect, 
nothing  remained  but  the  step  finally 
taken.  And  there  was  the  less  hesi- 
tation in  shutting  the  door  to  further 
ojiiiortunities  for  insulting  insiiniations, 
as  the  disclosures  he  had  made  and  the 
spirit  of  his  discussions  had  so  entirely 
shut  it  to  the  hope  of  any  favorable  re- 
sult from  his  mission. 

1 will  not  dwell  on  his  reluctance  to 
give  up  tlie  uncertainties  of  verbal,  'or 
the  precision  of  written  discussion,  tor 
on  the  manner  or  the  tune  of  hjs  denial 
that  he  had  given  any  room  at  all  for  a 
statement,  which,  in  order  to  guard  2- 
gainst  the  misconceptions  incident  ti 
verbal  conferences,  1 had  placed  before 
him  in  writing,  w ith  a request  that  he 
would  point  out  any  inaccuracies,  and 
to  which  he  did  not  then  object  other- 
wise than  by  intimating,  that  he  could 
not  have  the  statement  va/lA  the  particu- 
lar vieeo  lobicb  : rented  to  be  suppostd 
Nor  will  I dwell  on  the  various  instan- 
ces in  which  partial  or  inconsistent 
views  of  the  subject  have  taken  place 
of  Its  real  merits.  But  it  may  not  be 
amiss  to  make  some  observations  on 
the  correspondence,  as  it  relates  to  tlie 
jitsiif  cation  of  bis  government  in  having 
disavowed  the  act  of  his  predecessor. 

With  respect  to  tlie  orders  in  coun- 
cil, the  ground  of  the  disavowal  is  the 
difference  between  tlic  arrangement  and 
the  printed  despatch  of  Mr.  Canning 
to  Mr.  Erskine  of  the  23d  of  Jaiiuarv. 
According  to  this  despatch,  then,  tlie 
arrangement  failed  in  three  points: 

1.  In  not  relinquishing  the  trade  of 
the  United  States  with  cn  cmies’ colo- 
nies. 

With  respect  to  this  point  it  is  neces- 
sary  at  this  time  to  discuss  the  riglit  to 
that  trade.  It  is  sufficient  to  remark, 
1st.  That  as  the  trade  is  admitted  to 
have  become  in  the  view  of  Great  Brit- 
ain of  little  pr.-iclical  importance,  why 
has  it  been  made  a ground  of  the  disa- 
vowal, and,  especially,  as  important 
considerations  only  could,  upon  princi- 
ples of  public  law,  have  justified  a mea- 
sure of  so  serious  a character  ? 2d. 
That  as  the  colonial  trade  is  a subject 
nowise  connected  either  with  the  or- 
ders in  council  or  with  the  affair  of  the 
Chesapeake,  w by  has  it  been  permitted 
to  frustrate  an  arrangement  relating  to 
those  subjects,  Sc  t6  those  only  ? 3d.  'That 
as  this  condition  is  alledgcd  to  have  ori- 
ginated in  a supposition  that  it  would 
be  agreeable  to  the  American  govern- 
ment, why  has  it  been  persisted  in  af- 
ter the  error  w as  made  known  by  the 
representation  of  Mr.  Erskine  to  lus 
government,  that  neither  this  nor  the 
other  conditions  of  the  despatch  of  the 
2 Ul  of  January,  were  attainable  here? 

2.  Another  point  in  the  despatch  and 
not  in  the  arrangement  is,  that  the  Brit- 
ish navy  might  capture  our  trade  to 
ports  prohibited  by  the  United  States. 

This  condition  too,  appears  to  have 
had  its  origin  in  a mistake  of  vour 
meaning  in  a conversation  with  Mr. 
Canning,  as  noted  by  yourself,  and  in 
an  inference  thence  deduced  as  to  the 
disposition  of  this  government.  But 
this  double  mistake  must  have  been 
brought  to  light  in  time  to  have  been 
corrected  in  the  new  mission.  In 
urging  it,  Mr.  Canning  has  taken  a 
ground  forbidden  by  those  principles 
of  decorum  which  regulate  and  mark 
the  proceedings  of  governments  to- 
wards each  other.  In  his  despatch  tltc 


ccadition  is  stated  to  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  jecuri,)^  i/t  bona  fide  intention 
ol  .\uierica  to  picvciit  licr  citizens 
frotn  tiading  with  France  and  cqn;iin 
other  pow  ers  ; in  other  words,  to  se- 
cure a pledge  to  that  effect  against  the 
mala  hie  intention  of  the  United  States. 
And  tills  despatch  loo,  was  authoiizeil 
to  be  [poiiiniunicated  in  extensio,  to  the 
government  of  which  (;Siicli  language 
was  usul.  M ight  it  not  have  been  rea- 
sonablyexpecied  that  sucJi  a condition 
and  such  observations  would  at  least, 
oil  such  ill  occasion,  have  been  given 
up  by  a givernmcnt  willing  to  smootii 
the  way  L an  amicable  settlement  of 
existing  dil'crcnces  ? 

In  his  ztal  to  vindicate  bis  govern- 
ment, Mr.  asekson  too  has  attemjued 
a gloss  on  thi;  most  cxtr-iordinary  idea 
oi  calling  onaforeign  sovereignty,  not 
indeed  to  makt  laws  for  us,  but  w hat 
is  equivalent  ii  piincijilc,  to  supply  a 
stipjioscd  inabiity  to  execute  them. 
He  calls  siudi  an  interposition  of 
hisgovcrnmcntiiot  an  execution  of  the 
law  of  CoiigrtS!,  but  of  a 1 onipact 
binding  as  a pul^c  law  on  both  panic-, 
and  wliich  boUi  Vuld  hate  a common 
interest  in  sceingVluly  executed.  On 
Ills  own  piinciplciheie  oughtto  be  a 
reciprocity,  not  onV  i„  ,i,e  execution 
ol  the  coinpai  t,  biAin  the  obligation 
and  interest  resiiKinifrom  it.  Besides, 
where  there  is  a reA„„iiiy  i„ 
pacts  between  nation:^  touching  attri- 
butes  of  sovereignty,  tKre  is  always  as 
much  ol  the  soMreigaty  gained  as  is 
parted  w ith,  so  tlu<  t/icre  be  no  loss  or 
indignity  on  citheV^ide. 

3.  Fhe  lenuiiniiij^point  in  the  des- 
patch not  secured  by  tlie  arrangement, 
is  that  wliich  reipiiiel  that  whilst  our 
proliihotory  lavvsshoiill  he  repealed  as 

to  Great  Britain,  they  sloiild  be  left  in 

force  as  to  France  aid  the  powers 
adopting  or  acting  under  her  decrees. 

'I  T.is  is  the  condition  which  alone 
properly  belongs  to  the  suljcct,  and  it 
is  to  be  remarked,  in  the  first  place, 
that  the  British  project,  of  which  this 
condition  makes  a part,  conttmplated 
two  things  in  their  nature  incompati- 
ble ; one  a repeal  of  the  prohibitory 
acts  as  to  Great  Britain  without  waiting 
for  the  Conclusion  of  a regular  treaty  ; 
the  other  a pledge  or  engagement  for 
their  continuance  as  to  the  other  pow- 
ers. Now,  from  the  nature  of  our  con- 
stitution, which,  in  this  particular, 
ought  to  liave  been  attended  to  by  the 
Briti.sh  govenimcnt,  it  is  manifest,  that 
ihe  executive  could  liave  given  no  such 
(ledge,  that  the  continuance  ofthe  pro- 
hibitorj/acts  being  a subject  of  legis- 
lavivc  consideration,  could  not  liave 
been  provided  for  until  the  meeting  of 
the  legislature,  and  th.'t  the  condition 
could  not  tlierefore  hut  have  failed,  ci- 
ther in  the  immediate  renewal  of  com- 
meroe  with  Great  Britain,  or  in  theim- 
mccliite  engagement  that  it  should  not 
be  reiiewetl  with  France. 

The  British  government  ought  to 
have  acquiesced  in,  and  indeed  ought 
to  have  been  satisfied  with,  the  attaiu- 
mciitoi  the  important  object  of  an  im- 
mediate repeal  of  our  prohibitory  laws, 
and  with  the  coiuidcralion  that  the  oth- 
er objeci,  not  immediately  atiaiiiahlc, 
was  unnecessary  at  the  time,  because 
the  prohibition  as  to  France  was  then 
in  force,  and  because  there  was  every 
reason  to  inter,  not  only  from  this  fact, 
but  from  the  spirit  of  the  comnninica- 
lions  made  from  lime  to  time,  and  from 
the  ovrrturcs  before  submitted  to  tlie 
British  government,  that,  without  a 
repeal  ofthe  F reiicli  ilecrees,  our  pro- 
hibotory  laws  would  be  continued  in 
force  against  F raiice,  and  especially  in 
the  case  of  a repeal  of  the  Brilih  orders, 
would  necessarily  render  a continuance 
of  the  F rcnch  decrees  doubly  obnoxi- 
ous. 

But  if  on  this  head  doubts  could  have 
been  entertained,  instead  of  rejecting 
the  arrangement,  ought  not  the  repeal- 
ing  act  on  our  part  to  have  been  met 
with  a suspension  at  least  of  the  orders 
in  council  until  it  could  have  been  seen 
whether  the  non-intercourse  law  would 
or  wouh[  not  have  been  continued  a- 
gainst  France.  Such  a suspension 
could  not  have  given  in  any  point  of 
view  more  advantage  to  the  United 
States  than  was  given  to  Great  Britain 
by  the  repeal,  which  had  taken  place  on 
their  part. 

It  this  reasonable  course  could  qot 
have  been  substituted  for  the  disavowal, 
why  was  not  a final  disavowal  suspend, 
ed  with  a proposition  that  the  ariwiige. 
ment  would  be  executed  by  Great  Brit- 
ain,  in  the  eventof  a compliance  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  with  the  con- 
dition required  as  to  F’ ranee. 

I am  not  unaware,  you  may  be  told, 
tintihe  non-intercourse  law’of  the  U. 
States  did  not  extend  to  Holland, 
though  so  intimately  connected  with 
1’ ranee,  and  so  subservient  to  her  de- 
crees against  neutral  commerce. 

It  would  not  be  improper  on  this  oc- 
casion to  observe,  tliat  this  objection 
c:m  be  the  less  urged  by  Great  .Bn'.uin,

■i  he  < i.terencftlun  is  reduced  mere- 
ly to  Holland,  ijl  ihatagiin  is  reduc- 
ed to  the  oifrciiiee  helwccn  a direct 
trade  tothe  poiS  ot  Holland  and  in  an 
indirect  trade  Hcltaiul  through  the 
neighhoi  ing  pffs  ol  lonningen,  Ham- 
burg, Rreinqi  and  Utndcn.  ^ 

Now,  as  l^i;  injuiingtlic  enemies’  ol 
Great  Brita^  is  the  only  avowed  object 
of  her  int^Micling  order  against  our 
trade,  let  a compulation  be  madu  of  the 
effect  which  tWs  difference  between 
the  order  iu  and  the  arrange- 

ment,  could  pcssihly  haVc  in  producing 
such  an  injury  And  then  let  the  ques- 
tion be  caiiiidly  answered,  whether, 
lavingaside  »!L  considcralious  of  right 
and  justice  sufficient  inducement' 
could  have  been  found  in  that  result 
for  rejectiig  the  arrangement,  and  for 
pioducins  the  consequent  embarr.ass- 
inen's  at  well  to  Great  Britain  as  to  the 
United  States. 

H it  be  )<^essr.ry,  r.s  Mr.  Jackson 
has  stated,  to  set  bounds  to  a spirit  of 
encroachment  and  universal  dominion, 
which  v)Ould  bind  all  things  to  its  own 
standard,  and  to  falsify  by  honorable 
uiul  uu»nly  lesiblancc,  an  iif.nurciuuoiV 
that  all  biiroiie  is  submitting  by  de- 
grees, the  effort  must  be  feeble,  indeetf, 
which  is  to  he  louml  in  the  inconveni- 
cticies  acciuing  to  the  formidable  foe, 
from  the  operation  of  this  order  in 
council,  and  especially  wlienvvc  cofn- 
bino  with  it,  the  strange  phencme<on 
of  substiaiting  for  the  law  Ril  iratW  of 
the  United  States,  a trade  ofBiRisb 
sub'-ecqs  contrary  to  the  laws  oftlie  ad- 
verse partv,  and  amounting  v.  iiliont  a 
special  licence,  in  the  eye  cf  Riitish 
law,  to  high  treason. 

Thus  much  for  the  orders  in  council 
— Whul  lias  taken  place  wiih  respect  to 
the  case  cf  the  Clu  sapeakc,  will  equal- 
ly engage  your  attention. 

Yon  will  perceive,  ilu-t  lliioughout 
the  early  stages  of  the  correspondence 
this  case  was  in  some  rcspcels  improp- 
erly confounded  with,  inotliciv  improp- 
erly separated  from  that  ot  the  orders 
in  council ; and  particularly  'hat  pains 
has  been  talien  by  Mr.  Jackson,  to  sub- 
stitute verbal  and  vvgue  observa'ions, 
on  the  tlisavow.d  of  this  part  of  the  ar. 
raiigemcnt,  tor  an  explicit  am!  formal 
explanation,  such  as  was  obviously  due. 
It  will  be  seen  also,  that  when  finally 
brought  to  the  point,  lie  referred  for  a 
justification  of  the  disavowal  to  the  de- 
parture of  M r.  Krskine  from  liis  instruc- 
tions, without  shewing  what  tiiosc  in 
slruclions  were,  ami  to  allusions  to  an 
expression  in  the  arrangcmctit,  with- 
out giving  to  Ills  meaning  the  distinct- 
ness pre-icqvisite  to  a just  reply. 

It  appears,  however,  that  he  lays 
great  stress  on  the  proposal  enclosed  in 
ills  Ictierof  iheQrth  ()ciober,as  atonce 
im.icaling  the  departure  of  Mr.  b.rskine 
from  his  instructions,  and  as  containing 
the  coiiJiiions,  on  ilie  basis  ol  which  he 
was  ready  to  enter  on  an  adjustment. 
And  from  a note  from  the  secretary  of 
the  British  legation,  it  appears  that  he 
has  compUined  of  not  having  received 
an  answer  to  this  proposal,  as  he  had 
before  complained,  that  no  answer  had 
been  given  to  his  verbal  disclosures  on 
this  head,  in  his  interviews  with  me. 

With  resp.ect  to  his  intimations  in 
malversation,  as  they  were  preceded  by 
no  proper  assignmetit  of  the  reasons  for 
not  ha.ing  executed  the  original  adjust- 
ment, it  cannot  be  necessary  to  re- 
mark, tb..t  no  such  notice,  as  he  wish- 
ed to  obtain,  could  with  any  sort  of 
j reprie'y  have  been  taken  f,f  them. 

vVilh  reipcct  to  his  written  project 
it  will  s'l^iie  to  remark 

1st.  I h.vt  besides  liii  reluctant  Sc  in- 
distinct explanation  ol  the  diavowa!  ol 
the  original  adjustment,  he  divl  not  pre- 
sent his  proposal,  until  he  had  made 
.such  progress  in  his  offensive  insimia. 
lien  as  m.iile  it  proper  to  wait  the  issue 
ol  the  re  plv  about  to  be  given  to  it, 


ibat  Ibis  issue  h.'vd  nci  tssai  lly  pi.t 
step  to  further  cominunicatic  ns. 

2dly.  '1  bat  altheugh  he  had  given  us 
to  umlerstaml  that  the  ordinary  creden- 
tiaUi,  such  alone  as  he  dciiv  erod,  could 
not  hind  bis  government  in  such  a case, 
his  jiroposal  had  neither  been  preceded 
by  nor  accompanied  with  Ihc  exliibi- 
tion  of  other  commission  or  lull  power  : 
Nor,  indeed,  has  he  ever  given  suffici- 
ent  reason  to  suppose  that  he  b.ad  anv 
such  full  power  to  exhibit  in  relation  to 
this  particular  case.  It  is  true,  tliat  in 
his  letter  of  the  23d  Oct.  he  has  stated 
an  authority  eventually  to  conclude  a 
C'.nveutlon  betwetn  the  tiuo  countries. 
\\  ilhout  advening  to  the  ambiguity  cf 
the  term  ev-.htuaihj  with  tb.c  inai  k of 
em|  basis  aiiached  to  it,  and  to  other 
uncertainties  in  the  jihrascologv,  it  is 
clear  that  the  authciity  referred  to, 
whatever  it  may  he,  is  derived  from  in- 
structions subject  to  his  oun  discretion, 
ami  not  from  a patent  commission,  such 
as  might  he  properly  called  for.  It  is 
true  also  that  in  his  letter  of  the  4lh  of 
Noveir.licr  sidiscquciit  to  his  proposal, 
he  says  b.e  was  possessed  of  a full  pow- 
er in  tlue  form  for  the  express  purpose 
of  concluding  a liealy  or  convention. 

But  it  still  remains  uncertain,  whe- 
ther by  the  treaty  or  convention  to 
vvhicli  it  rel..ied,  was  not  meant  an  e- 
vcntuul  or  pi  ovisioiuil  treaty  on  the  gen- 
eral relations  between  the  two  counti  ies 
w ilhout  any  reference  to  the  case  of 
the  Chesapeake.  Certain  it  is  that  the' 
British  government  in  former  like  cas- 
es, as  will  be  seen  by  the  adjustment  of 
that  part  of  the  affair  of  Nootka  fiovind, 
which  isanalugous  to  this  case,  did  not 
consider  any  such  distinct  full  power  as 
necessary  ; nor  is  there  the  slighest 
ground  for  supposing  that  Mrl  Erskinc, 
although  confessedly  instiucted  to  ad- 
just this  very  case  of  the  Chesapeake, 
was  furnished  with  any  aiithoiity  dis- 
tinct from  this  credential  letter.  That 
Mr.  Jackson  has  any  such  commission 
is  the  less  to  be  supposed,  as  it  is  but 
barely  possible,  that  possessing  it  he 
should  not  on  some  occasion  or  in  some 
lorm  have  used  a language  susceptible 
of  no  possible  doubt  on  this  point. 

But  proceeding  to  the  proposal  itself, 
it  is  to  he  kept  in  mind  that  the  condi- 
tions forming  its  basis,  are  the  very 
conditions  for  the  devuiing  from  w hieh 
Mr.  Erskine’s  adjustment  was  disa'vovv- 
ed.  Mr.  Jackson,  if  not  on  oiheks,  is 
on  this  point  explicit.  “ 1 novifadd, 
says  he,  that  the  deviation  consisted  in 
not  recording  in  the  oflici;.!  documents 
signed  here  the  abrogation  of  the  Pres- 
ident's proelamaticn  of  the  2d  July, 
1807,  as  well  r.s  the  two  reserves  spe- 
cified in  the  paper  of  memoranda 
enclosed  in  my  ofiicial  IcUcr  to  you  of 
the  2:th  ult.” 

Considering  then  the  conditions  in 
the  proposal  as  an  ultii.iatum,  in  what 
light  are  we  conipelletl  to  view  such  an 
attempt  to  repair  the  outrage  commit- 
ted on  the  fiigatc  Chesapeake  and  to 
heal  the  disapivointment  produced  by  a 
disavowal  of  a previous  equitable  repa- 
ration ? 

It  is  impossible  on  such  an  occasion 
not  to  recall  the  circumstances  which 
constituted  the  character  of  the  outrage 
to  vvhicli  such  an  uUiniatum  is  now  ap- 
plied. A national  ship,  proceeding  on 
an  important  service,  vvas  watched  by 
a superior  naval  force  enjoying  at  the 
time  the  hospitaiiiy  of  our  ports,  was 
followed  and  scarcely  out  of  her  waters, 
when  she  vvas,  after  an  insulting  sum- 
mons, attacked  in  a hostile  manner; 
and  the  ship  so  injured  as  to  require 
expensive  repairs,  the  expedition  I'rus- 
traicd,  a number  of  the  crew  killed  and 
wounded,  several  can icd  into  captivity, 
and  one  of  them  put  to  death  under  a 
military  sentence.  'I'he  three  seamen, 
though  American  citizens,  and  there- 
fore on  every  supposi'.ion  det.iincd  as 
wrongfully  as  the  shij)  would  have  been 
detained,  have  iiotv  ithstanding  re- 
mained in  captivity  between  2 and  3 
years;  and,  it  may  be  added,  after  it 
has  long  ceased  to  be  denied  that  they 
arc  American  i.iiizeiis. 

Under  these  circumstr.nccs  we  ate 
called  upon  to  ransoui  the  captives, 

1st.  By  acknovvlctlging  that  a pre 
cautionary  proclamation,  j.isiified  by 
events  prectdiiig  the  outrage,  by  the 
outrage  itself,  and  by  what  immediate- 
ly followed  it.  War.  unjustifiable,  and 
that  a repeal  of  it,  was  pro|)erly  a con- 
dition precedent  to  a reparation  for  the 
outrage.  And  this  requisition  is  re 
peated,  too,  after  such  an  acknowledg- 
ment had  been  unifornilv  asserted  by 
this  government  to  be  iiUerly  inr>dmis- 
siblc,  and,  vv  hat  is  [larticularly  remarka- 
ble, at  a time  when  the  proclanuition,  as 
well  understood,  vvas  no  longer  in  force. 
The  occasion  obviously  invited  a silent 
assumption  of  the  existing  fact,  and 
this  vvohld  have  excluded  the  difficulty 
heretofore  found  to  he.  insupcrable- 

2d.  By  throwing  into  complete  obli- 
vion the  conduct  of  tin  offieer  answera- 
ble for  the  murderous  transaction,  with 
a knowledge  too  on  onr  |ku  t,  that  in- 
stead olbeing  jiunisbetl,  oreven  brought 
to  trial,  he  has  been  honored  by  bis  go- 
vernment with  a new  and  more  impor- 
tant command. 

3d  By  admitting  a light  on  tlie  part 
of  G.  Biitain  to  claim  a discharge  from 
our  serviec  of  deserters  generally,  and 
panicularly  of  her  naturiTi  born  subjects, 
vvitliciit  excepting  such  as  had  been  na- 
luralizcd  in  due  form  under  the  laws  ol 
the  United  States. 


It  has  not  been  exiilr.incd,  whether  it  ,and  tiie  lepetitiuti  id  the  i!i',p'..l.uio!.  c- 
was  nicrut,  as  the  universality  of  the 
term  “ deserters”  would  import,  to  in 
elude  Anieiican  citizens  who  miglit 
have  left  the  lit  itisli  service.  But  what 
possible  consideration  could  have  in 
duced  the  Biitish  government  to  ex- 
pect that  the  United  .States  could  admit 
a principle,  that  would  deprive  our  nat- 
uralized citizens  of  the  legal  piivilegcs 
which  they  held  in  common  vviih  their 
native  fellow  citizens. The  Brit- 


ish I oi  cnvmcnt  ought  not  to  hav  c madt 
such  a proposition  ; because  it  not  only 
like  others,  naturalize  aliens  ; but  in 
relation  to  the  United  States  has  even 
refused  to  discharge  from  Ute  Biitish 
service  native  citizens  of  the  Unitetl 
Stales,  involuntai ily  detained.  If  an 
.\mericun  seaman  has  resided  in  Great 
Britain,  or  has  married  therein,  or  has 
accepted  a bounty  in  her  naval  service, 
his  discharge  therefrom,  on  the  regular 
apjvlicalion  to  the  British  government 
has  been  invait.ibly  refused  by  its  board 
of  admiralty.  This  I state  on  the  au* 
thority  of  the  official  reports  inade  to 
this  deir.irtment.  It  is  therefore  truly 
astonishing  tliat  with  a knowledge  ol 
these  facts,  such  a pretcivsion  should 
hav  e been  advanceif  at  all,  that  it  should 
have  been  made  test  u qua  ?.on  to  an  act 
of  plain  justice,  already  so  long  delay- 
ed. '1' his  is  the  more  to  he  regretted, 
as  the  onion  does  not  favor  the  belief  vve 
would  w illingly  cherish,  that  no  pre- 
determination exists  in  the  councils  ol 
His  Britannic  majesty  irreconcilable  to 
an  amicable  arrangement  of  at)  affair, 
which  affecting  so  deeply  the  hotior  of 
the  United  States,  must  precede  a gen- 
eral regulation  of  the  mutual  interests 
of  the  twaccuntiies. 

Afterihe  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Jackson  vvas  terminated,  two  notes,  ol 
which  copies  are  herewith  sent  to  you 
were  presented  to  me  in  the  naiv.(  and 
by  the  hand  of  Mr.  Oakley,  the  British 
.Secretary  of  Legation. 

'1  ho  first  requested  a document  hav- 
ing the  effect  of  a special  passport  of 
safe  guard  to  Mr.  Jackson  and  his  fam- 
ily during  their  stay  in  the  United 
Stales.  As  the  laws  of  the  country  al- 
low an  unobstructed  passage  thro’  eve- 
ry part  of  it,  and,  with  the  laws  ofnati 
ons,  equally  in  force,  protect  public 
ministers  and  their  families  in  all  tin  i. 
priv  ileges,  such  an  application  vvas  re- 
garded as  some  what  singular.  There 
was  no  hesitation  how  ever  in  fumish- 
ing  a cei'lifieatf  r.fhis  public  character 
Slid  to  bo  used  in  .any  mode  he  might 
chcosc. — Bet  VI hat  surprised  most  vvas 
the  I easons  assigned  for  the  applicatioti. 
'Ihc  iiibiilt  he  alluded  to  was  then 
the  first  time,  brought  to  the  knowledge 
of  this  government.  It  Imd  indeed  been 
among  the  rumors  of  the  day,  that  some 
uiibecorning  scene  had  taken  jilace  at 
Norfolk,  or  Hampton  between  some  of- 
ficers belonging  to  the  Afiicaine  and 
some  of  the  inhabitants,  and  that  it  ori- 
ginatedin  the  indiscretion  cfihe  former. 
No  attention  haring  been  called  for,  k 
no  enquiries  made,  the  Until  of  the 
case  is  unknown.  But  it  was  never  sup- 
posed thatMr.  Jackson  himself, who  was 
board  the  frigate,  had  been  personally  in 
suited.  Nor  is  it  yet  perceived  in  w hat 
way  he  considers  it  as  hav  ing  happened. 
It  is  needless  to  rcmaik  that  any  repre- 
scntalion  on  the  subjert  vvoirld  have  in- 
stantly received  cveiy  proper  attei.lion 

Another  ground  on  which  a proter- 
tioii  vvas  asked  for,  is  the  supposed  ten- 
dency of  the  language  of  our  newspa- 
per;; to  excite  popular  violence  on  M r. 
Jackson’s  iJcison.  Had  I.e  been  long- 
er and  belter  acquainted  with  the  hab- 
its and  spirit  if  the  American  pco]>le. 
he  would  probably  never  entertained 
an  ^prehension  of  that  .sort.  If  he 
meant  to  ani:nadvcit  on  the  free  lan- 
guage of  the  newspapers,  he  might 
justly  be  reminded  that  our  laws,  as 
those  of  his  country,  set  bounds  on  tba' 
freedom  : that  the  freedom  cf  British 
pi ints,  however  great  with  respect  to

nor  by  the  spirit  or  ni.mner  in  vvliicb 
that  demund  vvas  made.  I'le  ought,  in 
fact,  if  such  was  his  object,  to  have 
substitutcti  an  exi)h.nalion  in  the  place 
cfhis  reply  to  my  premonitory  lettei- 
But  whether  he  hud  one  other,  or  bo.li 
of  these  objects  in  view,  it  was  ticci  s- 
sary  for  liim  to  have  done  more  th;.n  is 
attempted  in  this  paper.  ■* 

It  vvas  never  objected  to  him  that  lie 
had  staled  it  . as  a fact  that  the  three

'I'his  vvas  so  gross  an  attutk 
on  the  Ivonor  and  vcraeilv  of  the  gov- 
ernment, us  to  foihid  ail  further  eom- 
munications  ficm  him.  Care  wiisuev- 
ertlielcss  taken  at  the  same  time  to 
leave  the  door  open  for  such  ;,s  miglit 
he  made  thiough  any  other  elu'.imel, 
however  little  the  j.robalility  that  any 
satisfactory  communications  would  be 
received  througli  any  cbanncl  here. 

To  the  other  enclosures  I add  a prin- 
ted copy  of  a paper  purporting  to  be  a 
circuiar  letter  irom  Mr.  Jackson  to  the 
British  consuls  in  tlie  United  States. 
This  paper  speaks  for  itself.  As  its 
contents  entirely  correspond  with  the 
paper  last  referred  to,  as  they  were  un- 
necessary for  the  ostensible  object  of 
tbe  letu  r which  vvas  to  make  known 
Mr.  Jacksorf’s  change %f residence,  and 
as  the  jiaper  vvas  atonce  put  into  circu- 
lation, it  can  only  he  regardeil  as  a vir- 
UU'I  address  to  the  A.neiican  (.eoplc  of 
a I'cpresciitalioii  previously  r.ddrc.svcd 
to  their  government — a procediu  e vvliii  h 
c.unnot  fiii!  to  he  seen  in  its  ii  uc  light 
by  his  sovereign. 

The  observations,  to  vvl'.icb  so  much 
extent  has  been  given  in  this  letter  with 
those  contained  in  the  coiTcsp'ornlcncc 
with  Mr.  Jackson  will  make  yon  ftdiy 
acquainted  with  the  ronducl  and  the 
rimracler  he  has  developed,  with  tlie 
r.ecessity  o!  the  step  taken  in  refusing 
further  communications  from  him,  and 
with  the  gromuls  on  v.hieli  the  Bre.-.l- 
dent  instructs  you  to  request  that  he 
may  be  immediately  recalled.  You  are 
particularly  iiistnictcd  at  the  same  time 
in  making  tlicsfc  conummicaiions  to  do 
it  in  a manner  that  will  leave  no  doubt 
of  the  utKiiniirished  desire  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  to  unite  in  all  the  means  the 
est  calculated  to  establish  ilic  relations 
of  the  two  countries  on  the  solid  foun- 
dation of  jinstice,  of  fiicndship  and  of 
mutual  inteiest.

A letter,  of  which  the  following  is  an  ex- 
tract, WHS  this  day  received  by  Earl  Hatli- 
urst,  his  majesty’s  principal  secretary  of 
state  for  foreign  alTiirs,  from  It.  c.ol.  Car- 
rol, dated  army  of  the  left,  camp  on  tire 
Heights  of  Taniames,  Oct.  19,  1809. 

SIK, — I have  the  honor  to  acquaint  you, 
that  the  army  of  Marshal  Ney,  now  com- 
manded by  gen.  Marchand,  advanced  on 
the' morning  of  yesterday,  in  force  10,000 
infantry  and  1200  cavalry,  with  14  pieces 
of  artillery,  to  attack  this  army,  which 
was  most  judiciou.sly  posted  on  these 
heights.  The  enemy  divided  his  force 
into  three  columns,  which  advanced  a- 
gainst  the  right,  centre,  and  left  of  our 
line  ; it  soon  became  evident  that  the  prin- 
cipal object  of  his  attack  was  to  force  and 
turn  our  left,  it  being  the  point  in  which 
our  position  was  weakest.  The  enemy, 
at  the  commencement  gained  some  advan- 
tages of  position  on  our  left,  in  ct'nsequencc 
of  the  retreatof  a small  party  of  our  caval- 
ry, destined  to  cover  the  left  of  our  line. 
This  success,  however  was  momentary,  as 
the  vanguard,  led  on  by. gens.  Mendizabal 
and  Carrera,  charged  with  the  greatest 
spirit  and  gallantry,  routed  the  enemy,  and 
retook  at  the  jjoint  of  the  bayonet,  6 guns, 
of  which  the  enemy  possessed  during  the 
retreat  of  our  cavalry.  The  vanguard  in 
this  chaise  committed  great  slaughter  a- 
mong  the  enemy,  taking  from  them  one  8 
|inund  gun,  with  a quantity  of  ammunition. 
After  a long  and  obstinate  contest,  the  en- 
■ emy  unable  to  gain  a foot  of  ground  began 
to  give  way  in  all  points.  About  8 o’clock 
ill  the  afteninon  the  enemy  betook  to  pre- 
ci|’itateand  disorderly  flight. 

The  h<ss  of  the  enemy,  as  far  as  we  have 
been  \ et  able  to  ascertain,  exceeds  1000,  in 
killed  and  prisoners.  The  number  of  the 
wounded  must  be  very  considerable.  Our 
loss  has  been  comparatively  very  trifling, 
not  exceeding  COO  ; one  Imperial  F.agle; 
ones  pounder  brass  gun;  3 ammunition 
waggons;  12  drums,  with  4 or  5000  stand 
ol  arms;  an  immense  quantity  of  ball  car 
tridges  ; carts  of  provisions  and  knapsacks 
loaded  with  phmder  fell  into  our  hands. 
No  langtiage  can  do  suflicient  justice  to 
the  gallant  and  intrepid  cot. duct  of  the 
troops  on  this  meniorab.e  day  ; it  wotild  1 
impossible  to  make  any  distinction  in  the 
zeal  and  ardmir  of  the  different  coi])s,  for 
all  equally  panted  for  contest.  The  van 
guard  and  first  dtvisioii,  however,  h,".d  the 
gotrd  fortune  to  occupy  those  points  against 
which  the  enemy  directed  his  principal  ef- 
lorts,  and  to  add  fresh  laurels  to  tin 
wreaths  they  h.id  acquired  iu  I.uga.St.  Ja 
go,  and  San  I’aio.  The  steady  intrepidity 
dlspl.iyed  bv  the  second  division,  through 
whose  ranks  the  party  of  retreating  cav  ai- 
ry passed,  and  the  spirit  and  promptness 
with  which  it  )mshed  forward  against  the 
enemy,  who  had  at  that  moment  turned 
our  left,  is  dost  rving  the  highest  approba- 
tion. 'I’he  eniiie  of  the  cavalry,  which, 
with  the  exenqiti'in  of  the  p.arty  attached 
to  the  vanguard,  ahout  .300,  who  from  being 
overpowered,  were  obliged  to  retreat,  c- 
vinced  the  greatest  steadiness  and  rcsolu 
tion  111  maintaining  the  post  allotted  them, 
and  keeping  the  enemy’s  cavalry  in  check! 
It  is,  however,  to  be  lamented,  that  our 
c.iralry  did  not  find  themselves  in  a situa- 
tion to  enable  llu  m lo  take  advant.ige  of 
tile  enemy’s  disnrderly  flight  across  the 
plain  between  these  heights  and  the  vil 
i.ige  of  t'arrasc  ilejo,  a league  in  extent  ; 
for  had  5 or  600  horses  charged  the  fugi- 
tives, the  v ictory  would  have  been  more 
ilecisiv  c. 

The  vanguard  of  Gen.  Ballesteros’s  tii- 
M.-,ion  is  in  sight ; wc  only  wait  his  arrival 
to  pursue,  and  annihilate  the  discomfited 
cnemv.  From  prisoners  we  learn  that 
t.eii  Marsh  proclaimed  at  Salamanca,  his 
inleiitioii  of  amiihilatiog,  by  two  o’clock  on 
the  if>lh,  30, 000  peasant  irisuigeiils,  his 
ordet  s were,  on  pain  of  death,  to  possess 
himself  of  the  heights  by  12  o’clock,  as  he 
proposed  pri  ceeding  lo  destroy  Balieste- 
rcs  s division,  after  liaving  dispersed  and 
annihilated  this  arijiv. 

1 he  French  general  certainly  appears 
to  have  held  his  army  very  chca'p,  judging 
from  a plan  of  attack,  which  was  far  from 
judicious,  but  ext  cuted,  to  a certain  point 
with  the  greatc.st  Ijrav  eiy,  ami  with  that 
intreiiidily  wMcIi  the  confidence  of  success 
inspires.  Our  light  troops  pui  sucvl,  and 
bung  on  the  enemy’s  rear;  .several  par- 
ties of  which,  amongr.t  them  were  SCO  of 
the  regiment  of  Ballesteros’s  have  not  re-

'I'll,;  foie  power  of  regulating  commerce 
with  foieig.t  nations,  arid  among  the  feve- 
ral  flates  ; and  ton  I'equently  that  of  lay- 
ing and  railing  an  Embargo,  is  confided  to 
( ongrels  alone.  Gongrtfs  has  exercised 
that  povver,  arid  the  propoi'ed  amendment 
retcgii  zes  their  extlulive  right.  This  del- 
egation ot  power,  in  lire  opinion  of  yon 
committee,  was  both  fafe  and  wile,  and 
conflituusan  admirable  trait  m that  uni- 
ted government,  which  may  jufliy  be  fti- 
It'd,  the  wonder  of  the  political  world. 

\ our  committee  iherelorc  conceive  that 
no  alteration,  wjiicli  might  fetter  povver 
wilely  delegated,  ought  tj  be  introduced 
into  a (yfleni  fo  near  perfection,  uiilefs 
time  and  experience  had  demonllrated  the 
neceflity  of  change  by  irrefragable  evi- 
dences oC aiused potver.  Fhefe  evidences 
ill  fupport  of  the  piopoftd  ameirdmeiit, 
your  committee  conceivc*arctotalIy  want- 
iiig.  They  are  happy  to  bear  this  telli- 
mony  to  the  world,  that  no  abufesof  that 
kind  have  ever  Irappened  by  that  body  to 
wbicli  it  IS  confided.
